Of his test Prof. Phillips sald:

“The ore came to me with the request
that 1t be tested to determine if radium
of a commerveial value could be »x-
tracted fromrr it. The specimen was be-
tween twenty-five and fifty pounds in
weight. It was carnotite, an ore of &
canary color, contalning, as 1 found,
oxide of uranium and vanadium, com-
bined with other oxides that produca
radium.

“In extracting the radium ] used the
Curie method. As a result of this firat
extraction of American radium arrange-
ments have neen made by certain per-
s in Buffalo, whe owa scveral mines
»f carnotite, to manufacture that radio-
astive agent on a la e scale, and. In
my opinion, it scon will be so pleatiful
that it will easily !»o within the reach
of all branches of science, The Ine
creased production ratnraily will dee-
crease its cost.
